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Firework is thrown from car at teenage friends 


THREE teenagers escaped potential¬ 
ly serious injury after a lit firework 
was thrown at them from a car. 

The youngsters were walking along 
Unicorn Road in Oswestry when a 
red car stopped next to them. 

Those inside the car threw eggs 
and then a lit firework in their direc¬ 
tion. 

The firework just missed the group 


and the car sped away from the scene. 
One of the youngsters, Kevin Hall, 
16, said the firework just missed him 
and his friends and landed on the 
footpath. 

His mother Liz warned the conse¬ 
quences could have been a lot worse. 

She said: “At first he said eggs were 
thrown, and then a firework appeared 
and just missed the three of them. 


“It was so dangerous. If it was an¬ 
other person, maybe an old lady or 
an old man, it could have been much 
more serious. 

“I called the police straight away 
when he got home and I put some¬ 
thing on social media just to warn 
other people. I don’t want this to 
happen to them.” 

Kevin was left shaken by the or¬ 


deal, as was Becky Owen who was 
driving behind the car. 

She said it stopped in the road, and 
at first she thought a cigarette had 
been thrown out of the window, but 
when it landed near her car she re¬ 
alised it was something much bigger. 

She said: “I was driving and the car 
in front, which I remember was red, 
slowed right down. Then I noticed 


some kind of spark coming out of the 
driver’s window. 

“When I saw how big it was I real¬ 
ised it was a firework. 

“It landed just by my car door and 
it went off with a massive explosion.” 

The incident happened on Tuesday 
last week. West Mercia Police con¬ 
firmed it had received a report of a 
firework being thrown from a car.

New hotel beside 
Llangollen Canal will 
provide a jobs boost 

TEN new jobs will be created after plan¬ 
ning permission was granted to build a 
26-bedroom budget hotel near Oswestry. 

Marston’s had applied to build on land 
next to the Poachers pub and restaurant 
in Chirk Bank. 

The plans for the hotel also include 30 
extra car parking spaces and alterations 
to the existing beer garden and play area 
at the pub. 

The pub is popular with canal boaters 
and walkers, with its position being right 
next to the Llangollen Canal. 

Weston Rhyn Parish Council gave no 
objection to the application in principle 
and acknowledged the importance of “job 
creation for local people and the demand 
for economic hotel accommodation in this 
area”. 

However councillors said attention 
should be paid to the fact the develop¬ 
ment will be on a World Heritage Site 
buffer zone and that Shropshire Council 
should consider the effect of this develop¬ 
ment on the site very carefully to ensure 
there was no negative impact. 

The plans are part of Marston’s nation¬ 
wide development programme to provide 
overnight accommodation on selected 
sites across its estate.

Pair jailed for part 
in drugs operation 

A MOTHER and daughter from Welsh¬ 
pool have been jailed for their part in a 
major drugs operation. 

Anthea Bagnall and her daughter Ka- 
reen were first arrested in January after 
police found them with £5,000 worth of 
crack cocaine in a car in Birmingham.

A CRUNCH decision on wheth¬ 
er Oswestry’s North Shrop¬ 
shire College will merge with 
another organisation could 
be made next month, bosses 
have revealed. 

The college had been in talks with 
Reaseheath College in 
Nantwich for over a year. 

However, due to a lack of 
funds a merger deal was called 
off at the last minute in August. 

A meeting will take place in 
December to decide if further 
plans will be put in place or if 
the college will remain on its 
own. 

Principal Ian Clinton said: 

“We have been in talks with a 
number of colleges in the surrounding area and 
we have had a number of interested parties. 

“They will be invited to come in and speak 
to the governing body and then we will look to¬ 
wards the next stage and see if we will go for 
another merger.” 

Mr Clinton, who was appointed in August, 
insisted a merger was not essential to the long 
term future of the college. However, he said it 
could provide savings and a better quality of ed¬ 
ucation to the students. 

He added: “A merger is not essential at all and 
we have to decide if that is the route we want to 
go down.” 

The news comes as another college in the 
Oswestry area this week won planning approval 
for a major improvement programme. 

The specialist Derwen College in Gobowen 
had applied to Shropshire Council to alter its 
sports facilities. The work will include the in¬ 
stallation of a new roof for the swimming pool 
building and a new reception and lobby area to 
the gym building. A new state-of-the-art hydro¬ 
therapy facility will also be developed. 


Tributes to be paid to country’s war fallen 
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Park Hall Countryside Experience staff 

REMEMBRANCE Day will be particularly 
poignant at a visitor attraction near Oswest¬ 
ry that has major historical links to both the 
First and Second World Wars.

“We have very strong links to the Welsh

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'Shambolic' rail services 
come under fire from MPs

RAIL services run by Arriva 
Trains Wales have been brand¬ 
ed “shambolic” after it was an¬ 
nounced the firm has pulled out 
of the bidding process for the 
Wales and Border franchise. 

Local MPs say the news has come as 
no surprise following scores of com¬ 
plaints about the level of service. 

The company announced last week that 
it intended to withdraw from the bidding 
process for the next Wales and Borders 
rail franchise. It was one of four rail pro¬ 
viders shortlisted as the preferred bidders 
for services on the new franchise which will 
begin in October. But the existing franchise 
holder said it had been proud to provide rail 
transport for Wales and the borders for 14 
years. 

The routes through Shropshire include 
the Shrewsbury to Chester, Shrewsbury to 
Aberystwyth and Cardiff to Shrewsbury. 

Shrewsbury MP Daniel Kawczynski said 
people in Shrewsbury had been very dissat¬ 
isfied with the service which included over¬ 
crowding and poor punctuality. 

He said: “The current service is sham¬ 
bolic.” North Shropshire MP Owen Pat¬ 
erson said: “We need newer, larger, faster, 
cleaner and more reliable trains. There is 
just not enough room on these trains at the 
moment.” 

He said the last franchise had been based 
on a wrong assumption of falling passenger 
numbers. 

Mr Paterson said: “The Labour admin¬ 
istration in Cardiff asked for bids based 
on declining passenger number and got it 
completely wrong. Arriva won the bid with 
minimum investment and then passenger 
numbers rocketed. 

“We must insist that the new franchise 
includes a half-hourly service from Shrews¬ 
bury to Birmingham Airport and Shrews¬ 
bury to Manchester Airport.” 

Arriva Trains Wales’s parent company 
Arriva said it “had been proud” providing 
rail transport in Wales for almost 14 years. 

It said: “We remain fully committed to 
delivering for our customers.”

Figures show that Shropshire Council 
had recorded a zero figure for collection 
penalties issued for fly-tipping. 

Despite this, Shropshire Council insisted 
that it was taking action on environmental 
offences. Robert Macey, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s cabinet member for regulatory ser¬ 
vices, said: “Many individuals have received 
written warnings for various environmental 
crimes - mainly littering - when witnessed 


by Shropshire Council officers. This is the 
level of enforcement used before the pos¬ 
sibility of a Fixed Penalty Notice being is¬ 
sued. This approach is consistent with the 
council’s enforcement policy and is, in the 
main, an appropriate and proportionate 
response to such matters. Such a written 
warning will often change an individual’s 
behaviour and reduce the likelihood of 
them re-offending in the future, which is 
the main intention behind any enforcement 
action taken by the council.”

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Action is 
required 
on £36m 
black hole 

COUNCIL finance bosses have 
warned “decisive action” is needed to 
get the authority’s worsening financ¬ 
es under control. 

The warning came as proposals to 
deal with a £36 million black hole are 
to be examined by Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s scrutiny committee. Shropshire 
Council’s latest financial strategy has 
seen officers reveal that the council 
needs to make an extra £12 million 
of savings for 2018/19 - on top of 
the £24 million it was already tasked 
with finding. A number of measures 
to tackle the situation, which were 
included in the report, were agreed 
at the council’s cabinet meeting in 
October. Chief finance officer, James 
Walton said that “decisive action in 
the short term is critical to bring this 
worsening situation under control”. 

A paper outlines a number of rea¬ 
sons for the increase in the amount 
of money the authority needs to save. 

They include growing demand in 
children’s services, growth in adult 
services, and the “cumulative impact 
of changes and loss in funding that 
are, nevertheless, tied to the statutory 
delivery of services”. Mr Walton’s re¬ 
port says the council is also facing in¬ 
creased inflation on major contracts. 

Man, 80, trapped 
in car after crash 

AN 80-year-old man was trapped in 
his car after a crash near Oswestry on 
Wednesday last week. 

The accident happened on the 
A495 at Llynclys, close to the Blodwel 
quarry junction and Lime Kiln pub at 
about 12.15pm and involved two cars. 

Emergency services were quickly on 
the scene including paramedics and 
fire crews from Oswestry, Ellesmere 
and Wellington. 

Firefighters released the man, who 
was a passenger in one of the cars. He 
was taken to the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital with leg and shoulder pain.

Heartbroken parents tell 
of hospice's vital support

A GRIEVING couple have spoken of how Hope House Children’s 
Hospice at Morda near Oswestry helped them after the tragic loss 
of their young son. 

Arthur Mullis was just two years old when he passed away, leaving his parents 
Nick and Alison heartbroken. Nick remembers those moments as he recalls: “I 


Search for 
new social 
services boss 

THE search is under way for a new head of 
social services at an under-pressure coun¬ 
cil. 

Powys County Council has advertised 
the post, which pays between £100,000 and 
£104,000, in the wake of a recent damning 
report into children’s services. 

A Care and Social Services Inspectorate 
for Wales report found the council had put 
children at serious risk of harm due to a 
number of failings. 

It has emerged head of adult social care, 
Louise Barry, had expressed her intention 
to stand down. 

Councillor Stephen Hayes, cabinet mem¬ 
ber responsible for adult social care, said: 
“The position is that Louise Barry has 
taken a period of sickness leave to consider 
her future and we very much hope she 
stays with the authority. 

“She is a skilled person in adult social 
care and hope she stays on.” 

It was also confirmed by a council 
spokesperson that chief executive Jeremy 
Patterson is away on sickness leave. 

In his absence strategic director for re¬ 
sources David Powell was taking over his 
role. Currently the posts of director of so¬ 
cial services and head of children’s services 
are being filled by interim appointments. 


said to Alison ‘he fought so hard and 
he wants to rest now. He just wants 
to sleep’.” 

Arthur died in 2014 but the memories 
remain vivid and real. 

Only after they lost their little boy, did 
they truly find Hope House. 

Alison said: “We belong to a theatre club 
which has raised money for the children’s 
hospice for ages. 

“But we didn’t really know anything very 
much about it. 

“After Arthur died, we just didn’t know 
what to do. What do you do?” 

The family was pointed towards Hope 
House and its Snowflake Suite - there for 
when little ones die and giving families the 
chance to be with them for as long as they 
want. 

Nick says: “When Arthur was still in the 
hospital, I tried to hold his hand but it had 
stiffened up. When we went to the Snow¬ 
flake Room at Hope House, I could hold his 
hand then, it was so soft.” 

The couple are supporting a new fund¬ 
raising initiative in support of the hospice. 

As part of the campaign leaflets have 
been created by each member of Arthur’s 
family with mum, dad, big sisters Mia and 
Katie, to show the effect that losing their 
precious child was having on the family. 

Three local families every week face the 
devastation of losing their child and Hope 
House can only afford to help one of them. 

Director of fundraising and marketing, 
Simi Epstein, says: “We need £6.3 million 
each year to run the service and even that 
needs to be increased and eventually we 
shall need an extra £4 million a year so that 
we can reach everyone who needs us. 

“Yet on each January 2 when we come 
back to the hospice, our account is at zero.”

As I set about writing this fort¬ 
nightly article, which I like to be 
about happenings at Westmin¬ 
ster, the only issue on everyone’s 
lips is the seemingly non-stop 
cascade of sexual harassment 
stories about politicians - of all 
parties and in all British parlia¬ 
ments. While I disapprove of the 
usual course of British justice 
being reversed (with everyone 
being accused seeming to be 
deemed guilty until proven in¬ 
nocent!), I do however approve 
of what is happening. It is total¬ 
ly unacceptable for anyone in a 
position carrying with it ‘power’ 
and ‘patronage’ to be using that 
position as a platform for sexual 
harassment - or any other sort 
of ‘bullying’ and harassment for 
that matter. However, one aspect 
of the way this ‘harassment’ is 
being portrayed is mistaken. I 
don’t doubt that it happens, but 
in seven years as an MP, I’ve 
not witnessed it.

In years 
past, when votes took place 
in the middle of the night, and 
there were not long lens camer¬ 
as scanning every nook and cor¬ 
ner, improper behaviour may well 
have been more common. It’s a 
much rarer occurrence today. 
And so it should be. It shouldn’t 
happen at all. Everyone at West¬ 
minster wants proper reporting 
systems in place, where anyone 
guilty of a misdemeanour is held 
to account. We all want to feel 
proud to be a Member of Parlia¬ 
ment. 

A consequence of the current 
focus on ‘sexual harassment’ is 
that it has driven out debate and 
discussion about the Budget, 
which takes place on the 22nd 
of this month. The first budget 
at the start of a five year Par¬ 
liament is more than just about 
money. It’s about direction. And 
it’s the toughest challenge facing 
any Chancellor since the early 
1990s.The UK Government still 
spends around £1,000,000,000 
per week more than it has com¬ 
ing into its coffers. This is not 
as bad as it has been over last 
decade, but it still means Na¬ 
tional Debt is growing ever larg¬ 
er way too quickly. And he will 
want to promote more housing, 
help with roll-out of Universal 
Benefit, boosting infrastructure 
spending, consider lifting the 
public sector pay cap, and give 
yet another funding boost to the 
NHS. It’s a very difficult circle to 
square. The future of our coun¬ 
try, (as we leave the European 
Union) depends on the Chancel¬ 
lor getting it right. It’s what MPs 
should be focussed on.

The time is fast-approaching 
for the talking to stop and the ac¬ 
tion to start if Oswestry is to go 
ahead with proposals to become 
a Business Improvement Dis¬ 
trict - and that means someone 
will have to start paying. Traders 
have been voicing concerns that 
the town has declined over the 
past five years with the range of 
shops and poor perception of 
nightlife being highlighted in a 
survey completed by 160 busi¬ 
nesses. Those same businesses 
will now be balloted on whether 
to go ahead with the scheme 
which would see their rates in¬ 
creased to fund the project. 

Becoming a BID town would 
put a “small” levy on the busi¬ 
ness rates which would release 
cash to improve the town centre 
but will businesses be prepared 
to dip into already troubled 
pockets to fund the scheme? 
There is little doubt that Oswest¬ 
ry town centre has declined over 
the last five years. Then I re¬ 
member eulogising loudly about 
how the streets of Oswestry 
were thriving while in Welshpool 
shops stood empty. So why has 
that pattern been reversed? So¬ 
cial media buzzes like swarming 
bees at the prospect of any out- 
of-town-centre development in 
Welshpool. Yet the moment a 
shop becomes empty new trad¬ 
ers quickly move in, which goes 
firmly against the views that su¬ 
permarket developments would 
kill off the town centre. 

There can be no doubt that 
the advent of online shopping 
and the competition between gi¬ 
ant superstores to offer the best 
prices has changed the face of 
town centre shopping forever. So 
don’t hold your breath for the re¬ 
turn of big brand clothing retail¬ 
ers, it’s just not going to happen. 

Our town centres will never 
be the same as we remember 
but there are still opportunities 
to keep our streets alive which 
is why the Oswestry traders are 
to be congratulated on at least 
making the effort. I for one really 
hope the vote goes in favour and 
will watch developments with 
great interest. 

Welshpool and Oswestry, like 
all other towns across the coun¬ 
try, have problems with drug us¬ 
ers so it was great news to read 
that a Midlands-based gang 
supplying the area’s dealers has 
been arrested and jailed.

Winter heralds the start 


of work on the waterways 


Repairs at New Mills Lift Bridge 31 
at Whitchurch, on the Llangollen Canal, 
will take place from January 29 to Feb¬ 
ruary 16. 

Repair work at Springhill Bridge 41, 
Llangollen Canal, will be carried out 
from January 22 to February 9. 

The trust said bridge repairs will be 
carried out at Grindley Brook Bridge 
28, on the Llangollen Canal near 
Whitchurch, from February 19 to March 
16. 

Work will also take place during this 
time at Grindley Brook Locks 4, 5, and 
6, to reline the gates. 

Repairs below the water level to the 
wet abutment will also be carried out at 
Dansons Bridge 30, Llangollen Canal, 
from February 19 to March 11. 

The dates have been amended to tie 
in with the closure at Grindley Brook 
Locks. 

Wendy Capelle, waterway manager 
at the Canal & River Trust said: “The 
Canal & River Trust, the charity which 
cares for the nation’s waterways, is in¬ 
vesting over £800,000 this winter in 
Shropshire to carry out important re¬ 
pairs to parts of the Llangollen Canal 
and Shropshire Union Canal to keep 
the canal in good working order for the 
thousands of boats that use the canals 
every year.” 

Last year the Canal & River Trust 
undertook a £43 million restoration and 
repair programme on canals and rivers 
across England and Wales. It involved 
work at Audlem’s flight of locks near 
Market Drayton, including replacing 
the timber top lock gate as well as mak¬ 
ing repairs. Earlier this year, communi¬ 
ties were encouraged to adopt one-mile 
stretches of canals by the trust, It pub¬ 
lished an online map of areas in need 
of support - including stretches of the 
Llangollen, Montgomery and Shropshire 
Union Canal. 


JAMES PUGH finds out the 
colder months mean hard 
work for those in charge 
of our canals 


PEOPLE might expect canals 
to be quiet places during the 
autumn and winter months. 

But as most people try and keep 
warm indoors, a team of engineers 
and specialists from the Canal & 
River Trust will be busy carrying 
out vital repairs to the nation’s 
200-year-old canal network, includ¬ 
ing in Shropshire. 

The trust has revealed which stretches 
of canals in the county will be closed 
during the coming months as it carries 
out repair and restoration work costing 
about £800,000. 

The Llangollen Canal and Shropshire 
Union Canal are among those to benefit 
from the work. 

The environment for those carrying 
out the work is not for the faint-hearted. 

Often their day job means dealing with 
oceans of mud, freezing temperatures, 
driving rain and even snow to replace 
lock gates, rebuild embankments and 
grout damaged lock chamber masonry. 

The charity has the endless task of 
caring for a complex, imperfect, beautiful 
heritage waterway network that’s just as 
important today as in the Industrial Rev¬ 
olution when much of it was constructed. 

Nearly half the population of Eng¬ 
land and Wales lives within five miles of 
a canal and last year 380 million visits 
were made to the trust’s waterways. 

People come from far and wide to enjoy 
the nation’s canals and many of the canal 
structures have become visitor attrac-

tions in their own right. The Pontcy¬ 
syllte Aqueduct near Oswestry brings 
in thousands of visitors to the area 
every year. And many visitors come 
to see the Chirk Aqueduct too which 
stands beside a railway viaduct, giving 
people the chance to see the nation’s 
transportation progress at one glance. 

The Montgomery Canal is also be¬ 
coming a huge draw to people and 
there are ongoing plans to re-establish 
the waterway in full, providing a huge 
tourist attraction to the Oswestry and 
Welshpool area. 

Caring for the canals of course takes 
time, money and effort. 

The Canal & River Trust has revealed 
work is taking place at Tyrley Locks 3 
and 5, on the Shropshire Union Canal 
near Market Drayton, from November 


6 to December 15. It will involve replac¬ 
ing the top and bottom gates at Tyrley 
Bottom Lock 5 and Tyrley Lock 3. 

Work will take place at Audlem 
Locks, Shropshire Union Canal, from 
November 6 to December 15. 

It will involve replacing the top and 
bottom gates on Lock 2, repairing the 
underwater bywash on Local 9 and 
replacing the top and bottom gates on 
Lock 14. 

Ladder replacement works will take 
place at Adderley Lock 1, Shropshire 
Union Canal, near Market Drayton, 
from November 6 to 24. 

Work is taking place at Sluice 4, 
Cornhill, Llangollen Canal, adjacent to 
Bridge 47, from January 8 to January 
26, to carry out repairs to the sluice - a 
device for controlling the flow of water.

HOW CAN I GET MY CHILDREN BACK FROM 
LONG TERM FOSTER CARE? 


Q: My two children were placed in long term foster care after Court proceedings finished in 2015. I have worked hard to turn my life around 
and address my issues with alcohol and drugs and I now want to have my children returned to me. What are my chances? 

A. As a parent of children in care, if you believe that your situation has changed significantly and you have made improvements to your 
ability to parent your children, then you can apply to the court to discharge the care order and have your children returned to your care. An 
application can only be made if more than 6 months have elapsed since the Court made the Care Order. 

The Local Authority may also apply to Court to discharge Care Orders and this will be considered at the Looked After Children Reviews (LAC 
Reviews) which you are invited to attend in respect of your children, every 6 months. LAC Reviews also look at the level of contact you are 
having with your children and consider whether contact should be increased. If you feel that contact is not progressing under the LAC process 
then you could make an application to the Court to increase contact. 


Legal Aid is available for discharge applications and applications for contact to a child in care, so it would be advisable to contact a family 
law solicitor to find out if you qualify. If the Local Authority does not consider that a discharge application should be made, then, as a parent 
of the child, you may make an application to Court to discharge the Court Order. Six months must have elapsed since the Court made the 
Care Order and you must be able to demonstrate that you have made positive progress during that time and changed your life for the better.

Majority may 
want to stay 
by the time we 
actually leave 

I THINK it is widely agreed that the EU 
referendum presented us with the most 
momentous and most difficult decision for 
a long time. Its ramifications will affect us 
for many years to come. 

What was clear from Mrs May’s Florence 
speech is that it is going to take at least five 
years to put our decision into effect. 

Five years is the distance between two 
general elections and we frequently change 
our minds over that period. 

The trouble with Brexit is we cannot 
keep jumping in and out every few years. 

It is to be hoped therefore that the deci¬ 
sion we took in June 2016 is the settled will 
of the British people. 

But is it? Over the five years 2016 to 2021 
two significant things will be happening to 
the electorate. Firstly and inevitably some 

2.5 million deaths will occur. 

Statistically amongst the over 65s at the 

referendum, 75 per cent of this age group 
voted and of these three quarters voted 
Leave. 

So 1.4 million of those who voted Leave 
will have died before we get there! 

At the other end of the age profile some 
700,000 new 18 year olds are coming on 
to the electoral register each year. That is 

3.5 million over these five years. They will 
not have had any say at the referendum of 
course. In the 18-24 age group at the ref¬ 
erendum 64 per cent cast their vote and of 
these two thirds voted Remain. 

Assuming all those who voted in the ref¬ 
erendum (and are still living in 2021) were 
of the same mind five years later it is clear 
that simply through the natural processes 
of birth and death it cannot be argued that 
the country is of a settled mind to leave the 
EU.

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Council to 
revamp bin 
rounds to 
save money 

WASTE and recycling collection 
rounds in Mid Wales will be im¬ 
proved to make it a more efficient 
service, Powys County Council has 
announced. 

The council’s cabinet has given the 
go-ahead to optimise the household 
waste and recycling collection routes 
to make them more efficient and to 
meet proposed savings targets. 

Although the council will optimise 
the routes, it will continue to collect 
waste and recycling five days a week, 
maintaining the current working pat¬ 
tern. However, the improved routes 
will mean that collection days for the 
majority of householders will change. 

The council will continue to collect 
recycling and food waste on a weekly 
basis and residual waste every three 
weeks from 7.30am on collection days. 

Councillor Phyl Davies, cabinet 
member for waste and recycling, said: 
“Given the numerous service changes 
that have occurred since the exist¬ 
ing rounds were rolled out, they are 
not considered now to be as efficient 
as they could be. It is only right that 
we look where we can make improve¬ 
ments. 

“By using route optimisation soft¬ 
ware, we will be ensuring that the 
waste and recycling collections rounds 
are as efficient as they can be. This 
will also help us save £275,000 by 
making improvements to our collec¬ 
tion rounds. 

“However, by revising the collec¬ 
tion rounds, it will mean that a large 
number of householders will see a 
change in their collection day. 

“We will still continue to collect 
recycling and food waste on a weekly 
basis and residual waste every three 
weeks from 7.30am on collection 
days.”

Crime partnership to be 
set up says police boss

A NEW crime partnership is to be 
set up in to help fight rural crime 
in Mid Wales. 

Chief Inspector Rhiannon Ivens of 
Dyfed Powys Police recently joined 
patrols across Powys, teaming up with 
Dai Rees, land management team 
leader for Natural Resources Wales to 
visit countryside areas. 

The patrols, which took in some of the 
most remote parts of the county, are being 
made with a view to establishing a new 
rural crime partnership in Powys. 

Chief Inspector Ivens said officers wanted 
to better understand the needs of the farm¬ 
ing community, forestry areas and the im¬ 
pact on the environment, natural beauty 
and wildlife that anti-social behaviour and 
rural crime can have. 

She said: “I was shocked to learn about 
the significant damage that seemingly low- 
level anti-social behaviour can have on the 
environment and what this means to wild¬ 
life, particularly in relation to legally pro¬ 
tected areas and the forest environment. 

“Dai explained that as well as the com¬ 
mon anti-social behaviour activities such 
as off-road motorcycles and 4x4s, even live¬ 
stock straying into the forestry can damage 
hundreds of young trees, costing thousands 
of pounds and setting back regeneration by 
years.” The officer said the force was keen 
to work more closely with its partners and 
to increase engagement with farming com¬ 
munities.

Prior to the buying group offer, the 
NFU Energy Service concentrated on 
offering the best price available be¬ 
tween suppliers for individual stand¬ 
ard contracts. The service helped 
members to save over £1 million in 
cheaper energy contracts last year 
and can now help them save even 
more by negotiating lower prices with 
group purchasing. Paul Jesson from 
the NFU Energy Service said: “NFU 
Cymru members will only see two 
changes on their contracts and the 
way they work.

New tourism route to 
serve Japanese market

PLANS have been unveiled for 
a brand new tourism route cre¬ 
ated especially for the increas¬ 
ing number of Japanese visitors 
fuelling the tourism boom in Mid 
and North Wales 

The Roads of Castles in Wonderland 
initiative which takes in Chirk near 
Oswestry was revealed by Jim Jones, 
the managing director of North Wales 
Tourism, who said the region was now 
a big hit with visitors from the Land of 
the Rising Sun. 

Mr Jones said there had been an 84 per 
cent increase in Japanese visitors in the 
past two years, with almost 2,400 of them 
between April and September of this year 
coming via travel agencies that have not 
previously had Wales on their itineraries. 

He said North Wales Tourism has been 
working closely with the high-powered Jap¬ 
anese Association of Travel Agents (JATA). 

Mr Jones said: “Japanese tourists used to 
by-pass North Wales but not anymore. We 
have worked hard to promote the region 
and as a result we have seen a sharp rise 
in the number of Japanese tourists visiting 
North Wales. 

“JATA have now selected 20 of the most 
beautiful roads in Europe and we were 
thrilled they picked North Wales as one 
of those routes. They will now be promot¬ 
ing North Wales as The Road of Castles in 
Wonderland. The route starts in Newtown 
and comes up through, Chirk, Wrexham 
and Ruthin, before heading to Conwy and 
Llandudno and down the Conwy Valley to 
the Llyn Peninsula and looping to Caer¬ 
narfon and Anglesey.”

IT began as a post Second 
World War choir for men from 
a Welsh village near Oswest¬ 
ry and grew to become an 
internationally known, plat¬ 
inum disc winning, choral 
sensation. 

The Fron Male Voice Choir is 
celebrating its 70th anniversary 
this year. 

Two of the members are men who 
were among the choir’s original 
line-up. The journey began with a 
meeting in the Seion Chapel in Fron- 
cysyllte in 1947. 

Choir spokesman, David Thomas 
Jones, said the village wanted to sup¬ 
port the newly formed Llangollen Ei¬ 
steddfod, and at that meeting it was 
proposed that a male voice choir was 
formed to compete at the 1948 event. 

He said: “The Froncysyllte Male 
Voice Choir was formed, however they 
needed 60 voices and, despite recruit¬ 
ing men from the village they were 
still short. They turned to the youth 
club choir and persuaded some of the 
youngsters to make up the numbers. 

“Seven decades on and two of those 
youngsters are still singing with the 
choir. Dennis Williams, and Gren 
Gough have sung under all five of the 
choir’s musical directors, and they 
still participate and enjoy all aspects 
of singing in a male voice choir.” 

Today the Froncysyllte Male Voice 
Choir is better known as the Fron 
Male Voice Choir, following the suc¬ 
cess of their series of five Voices of the 
Valley CD albums recorded under the 
Fron name. 


The albums followed a chance meet¬ 
ing, when in November 2006 they 
were spotted singing at a wedding by 
one of the guests, Daniel Glatman, the 
manager of the boy band Blue. 

The five albums were released on 
Universal’s UCJ or Decca label be¬ 
tween 2006 to 2010. They sold well 


over one million copies, with four of 
the albums being awarded gold and 
platinum discs for sales. 

Mr Thomas Jones said the past 12 
months have seen a busy 70th anni¬ 
versary year. 

On Saturday the Fron choir will 
sing at Glyndwr University’s William 


Aston Hall, with the Three Welsh 
Tenors, Rhys Meirion, Aled Hall, and 
Aled Wyn Davies. On December 9 the 
members will join Porthywaen Band 
at the Holy Trinity Church Oswestry, 
and the 70th anniversary celebrations 
close with a performance during the 
day at Chirk Castle on December 23. 


TV presenter 
John enjoys 
his family 
canal break 

A POPULAR canal has been visited 
by a well-known television personal¬ 
ity. 

The Llangollen Canal takes centre 
stage in BBC Countryfile magazine’s 
10th anniversary issue, with a feature 
on a canal boat family holiday by pre¬ 
senter John Craven. 

Cared for by the Canal and River 
Trust charity, the 46-mile Llangol¬ 
len Canal, which skirts around the 
Oswestry area, made for an “exhil¬ 
arating” short break aboard a canal 
narrowboat enjoyed by Mr Craven 
and his grandsons. 

The waterway straddles the bor¬ 
der between England and Wales and 
features the 11-mile World Heritage 
Site around the Pontcysyllte Aque¬ 
duct - Britain’s tallest aqueduct - also 
looked after by the trust. 

A veteran supporter of the water¬ 
ways, the TV veteran presenter said 
he thoroughly enjoyed his boating 
break. 

Mr Craven said: “It had been an ex¬ 
hilarating, slow-motion few days.

OSWESTRY and Borders 
Food Bank is going the extra 
mile to help people in need. 

The food bank opened in No¬ 
vember 2011 to provide emergen¬ 
cy food and support to people in 
crisis in and around Oswestry. 

The branch also has a premises in 
Ellesmere to aid distribution, and 
feeds over 30 people a week from the 
local community who cannot afford to 
feed themselves and their families. 

Liz Jermy, the manager since June 
2016, was the speaker at a recent meet¬ 
ing of Oswestry Rotary Club when she 
told members: “We do as much as we 
can to gather stocks. 

“In this harvest season, we are very 
grateful to receive food collections 
from nurseries, schools and churches 
and see our stock levels rise to meet 
the expected demands of the Christ¬ 
mas season ahead.” 

All the people who work at the food 
bank are volunteers. 

The food bank is now seeking to do 
more to assist people and is now run¬ 
ning a ‘job club.’ 

Through a partnership between 
Christians Against Poverty, Steps to 
Employment, the Hope and Albert 
Road Church and Shropshire Town 
and Rural Housing, the club is now 
running to give Oswestry residents 
who are currently out of work the 
extra support to find employment. 

Liz added: “It is open to everyone 
and takes place on a Tuesday lunch¬ 
time. Subjects covered include motiva¬ 
tion, overcoming obstacles, writing a 
CV and preparing for interviews. 

“It is good to be able to offer some¬ 


thing else. We also have an arrange¬ 
ment with Sainsbury’s where twice 
per month we are able to offer out of 
date flowers to food bank clients. 

“It is amazing how a little thing like 
that can raise spirits.” 

An additional contribution to food 
bank funds was made at the meeting 
by Lee Barnfield.

Out-of-hours Shropdoc GP service launches 
consultation with its staff over new contracts 


Cluster set-up 17 
used as model 
for rest of wales 


SHROPSHIRE’S out-of-hours GP 
service has confirmed it is consult¬ 
ing staff over new contracts. 

Shropdoc, which revealed earlier this year 
that it is facing its most serious financial situ¬ 
ation in more than 20 years, says that staff are 
currently being consulted over their terms and 
conditions. 

It comes as it has been suggested that the 
out-of-hours service wants to terminate the 
contracts of all non-medical staff before offer¬ 
ing them re-employment on new contracts. 

In August it was revealed that Shropdoc had 
written to the county’s clinical commissioning 
groups asking for financial help, as it faced up 
to what was described as its most serious finan-

A YOUNG boy who attended a fam¬ 
ily friend’s surprise birthday party 
was discovered face down at the 
bottom of a swimming pool, an in¬ 
quest heard. 

Harvey Worgan, seven, was found at the 
bottom of Nigel Price’s pool in Llandyssil, 
near Montgomery, on June 17. 

The inquest at Welshpool Magistrates Court 
heard that Harvey and his parents Ben and 
Lucy attended Mr Price’s party along with 50 
other guests. 

The youngster’s father had been working 
for Mr Price that day and arrived at his house 
around 5pm before his wife arrived with their 
son. 

Harvey had been in the pool and had his fa¬ 
ther told him to stay in the shallow end. 

In his statement read out during the inquest, 
Mr Worgan said he was away from the poolside 
speaking to Mr Price, and had last seen his 
son walking around the outside the edge of the 
water. 

Help 

Another guest Dyfrig Huw Rees went to the 
pool area when he saw the boy laying face down 
at the bottom and attempted to help him. 

Dr Andrew Bamber, a paediatric pathologist 
based at the Heath Hospital in Cardiff, told the 
inquest there was no evidence of significant in¬ 
jury and there was a presence of 300ml of water 
in the stomach and changes to the lungs. 

He said his death is consistent with one from 
immersion in water. 

In a statement, Harvey’s father described his 
son as ‘a boy with a lovely smile’, who was often 
keen to help him out at work. 

He said in his statement: “He’s not just a son 
but my best friend.” 

A JustGiving page was set up by Harvey’s 
aunt Emma following the tragic death, and 
£3,347 was raised towards funeral costs. 

Coroner Andrew Barkley said there was no 
indication that Harvey fell in the pool, and 
concluded he died of drowning as a result of an 
accident. 

He said: “At the particular time of the inci¬ 
dent no-one specifically saw Harvey. 

‘It seems to me that Harvey was only out of 
sight for a matter of moments. 

“There’s no clear evidence how he got to the 
pool. No indication that he fell in. The cause of 
death is immersion in water as a result of an 
accident.” 


A Mid Wales politician is leading calls for the 
Welsh Government’s controversial tourism tax 
to be shelved immediately.

The group will take responsibility for 
services such as grass cutting and street 
cleaning from April, as well as taking over 
50 per cent of Llanfyllin Library. 

County councillor and chair of the clus¬ 
ter Peter Lewis, recently met with the 
Welsh Government. 

He said: “It is the first of its kind in 
Wales and has taken a lot of work to get 
going and set up. 

“We were down at the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment recently as they wanted to know how 
we had done things, and set things up. 

“They want to use us as a model as they 
want to cut the number of community 
councils to save money.” 

Wartime poets’ 
friendship in 
the spotlight 

A PLAY looking at the friendship of two 
war poets, one from Oswestry, is running 
at a theatre. 

Not about Heroes, by Stephen MacDon¬ 
ald, is being performed at Theatre Clwyd, 
Mold, until Saturday. 

In 1917 both Wilfred Owen and Siegfried 
Sassoon were patients in Craiglockhart 
Hospital in Edinburgh. 

Owen, who was born in Oswestry, was 
suffering from shell-shock. Sassoon, a 
decorated war hero, was now a public dis¬ 
senter, totally disillusioned by the futility 
and catastrophic slaughter of the trenches. 
Sassoon survived the war but Owen was 
killed just one week before the Armistice 
in November 1918. 

His mother, back home in Shropshire, 
received a telegram notifying her of her 
son’s death just as the church bells were 
ringing out to celebrate the cessation of 
hostilities. 

The play tells of Wilfred Owen’s journey 
to become a war poet, destined for posthu¬ 
mous greatness, through his relationship 
with Sassoon, their mutual hatred of war 
and belief in the power of poetry.

Other concerns also included traffic and 
noise. 

Within the report, the head of environ¬ 
ment and planning said the development 
would be an unwelcome addition to the 
site. 

The application was recommended for 
refusal and rejected by nine to two.

“The Prime Minister has taken the initiative 
and other party leaders have responded. 

“Theresa May, whom I think has been quite 
shocked by what she has been faced with over 
recent days, has moved quickly, and other party 
leaders have also responded quickly. 

“It’s crucial that everyone who feels they 
have been subject to harassment or bullying 
have access to face-to-face support services. 


“Anyone who feels they have been abused 
needs to know they will be listened to. 

“When I was a young man, sexual harass¬ 
ment was much more prevalent than it is today. 

“To some extent it was almost accepted as a 
part of growing up. 

“But thankfully, times and attitudes have 
moved on. 

“This is very welcome. Harassment is not ac¬ 
ceptable today. 

“It’s not an issue of morality. 

“It’s an issue about power and use of posi¬ 
tions of influence. 

“The announcement from party leaders is to 
do with promoting a culture of respect. 

“There may be more revelations of unaccept¬ 
able behaviour, and it’s important that each 


case is considered carefully - for the sake of 
everyone involved. 

“I hope we can all welcome the determination 
of our political leaders to deliver the message 
that harassment in all its forms in our parlia¬ 
ments must end.” 

The new grievance procedure should be in 
place next year, said Mrs May, with the new 
face-to-face support service, an upgrade of an 
existing complaints hotline, to be introduced by 
the end of the month. 

Speaking after the meeting in her parliamen¬ 
tary office, Mrs May said: “I think if this hasn’t 
happened to you it’s difficult to appreciate the 
impact that being a victim of this sort of behav¬ 
iour can have, it simply has a lasting impact 
on people.”

JOB Centres in Shropshire will see 
the start of the controversial new 
Universal Credit as soon as Febru¬ 
ary, it has been revealed. 

It is scheduled to be rolled out in Shrop¬ 
shire early next year, with Telford to fol¬ 
low in the summer. 

Shropshire Council, including Job Centres 
in Oswestry, Bridgnorth, Market Drayton, 
Shrewsbury and Whitchurch, will transfer to 
the new system of benefit payments on Febru¬ 
ary 7. 

Claimants in Telford & Wrekin will see their 
payments move to the new system in late July, 
it has been announced. 

The news comes as the new system - which 
provides a single type of benefit to replace ex¬ 
isting systems such as housing benefit, child tax 
credits, income support, working tax credits, 
jobseeker’s allowance or employment and sup¬ 
port allowance - came under further fire from 
politicians. 

Labour Party Leader Jeremy Corbyn used 
a recent PMQs to ask Prime Minister Theresa 
May to “respect the will of the House” and 
pause Universal Credit after MPs supported a 
non-binding motion in Parliament to halt the 
welfare reforms. 

He raised concerns over “hard-pressed” 
councils having to “pick up the bill” from the 
new system. 

The warnings came amid reports that people 
are having to wait up to six weeks to pick up 
their first payments under the new system. 

Gareth Niblett from the Job Centre in Shrop¬ 
shire said: “We have held some good events 
talking about Universal Credit and how it will 
work, and how it will be a digital service. 

“There were concerns we have seen around 
waiting times, but we put a lot of time into 
talking to our partners about support for people 
during the initial assessment phase. 

“It’s a large period before their first pay¬ 
ment, but if they are struggling we do have an 
advance for people and alternative payments 
arrangements.” 

Some councils which have already adopted 
Universal Credit have said the system is “push¬ 
ing people into poverty” because of the 42-day 
wait for the initial payment, leaving them in 
arrears. 

Reports have suggested that the new system 
has led to some people falling into rent arrears 
during the waiting period, while food bank use 
has also seen a spike.

Police at the forefront of battle against modern slavery 


POLICE in North Wales are at the forefront of 
the battle against modern slavery and human 
trafficking, it has been revealed. 

A study by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary shows there has been an increase 
in the number of cases coming to light in the 
region. 

North Wales Police and Crime Commissioner 
Arfon Jones said it was positive that more of 
the crimes were being uncovered and said his 
officers were are the forefront in the UK of 
tackling the problem. 


He has funded the UK’s first support officer 
for victims of slavery. 

The study said thousands of men, women 
and children were victims of modern slavery 
and human trafficking in the UK. 

There are working in areas from nail bars 
to construction sites, and involved in activities 
from domestic servitude to the trafficking of 
children for sexual exploitation. 

Mr Jones said: “Tackling modern slavery 
and human trafficking is a priority in my Po¬ 
lice and Crime Plan and as a result the force 


has over the past 12 months put a great deal of 
resources into investigations and safeguarding 
the survivors. 

“The increase in the number of cases is posi¬ 
tive because it demonstrates that North Wales 
Police is being proactive and at the forefront of 
the national response to this abhorrent crime. 

“There is however no room for complacency 
which is why amongst other things I have 
funded the appointment of the UK’s first sup¬ 
port officer dedicated to helping victims. 

“Modern slavery is often a hidden crime that 


is rarely reported by the victims themselves but 
are normally reported by third parties or dis¬ 
covered by police investigations. 

“It is vital to increase public awareness so 
we are working hard with our partners to ex¬ 
pose and tackle this issue, protect the people 
who are being exploited and bring offenders to 
justice. 

“To do this we need the communities of 
North Wales to support us, to look out for evi¬ 
dence of it and to contact the police if they have 
concerns.”

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Cooler weather presents 
great time to see otters 


Firm’s new 
boss tells of 
future plans 


THERE are perhaps few sights 
more evocative of the wild plac¬ 
es than an otter swimming silent¬ 
ly through the surface sheen of a 
misty lake or river at dawn. 

It joins roaring stags, calling curlew, 
hunting barn owls and leaping salmon 
as one of the truly haunting scenes of 
the British countryside. 

The good news is is that now is a great 
time to try your luck with an otter. 

Most of the major streams and larger wa¬ 
terways in the county have resident otters 
and with chilly mornings on the cards, a 
sighting of an otter is sure to warm your 
heart. 

Also known as the Old World Otter, our 
species is, like many medium mammals 
here in Shropshire, a member of the Mus- 
telidae or weasel family. 

Although Shetland is probably “the” best 
place to see otters in the UK with 12 per 
cent of the entire population, Shropshire 
can provide you with a special viewing too. 

Britain has worked hard to regain its 
otter population - other countries have 
failed. 

The otter is believed to be extinct in 
Liechtenstein, the Netherlands, and Swit¬ 
zerland. 

Decimated by the fur trade and more re¬ 
cently pesticide use, the otter was almost 
extinct from England and Wales at the turn 
of the last century. 

But the banning of many pesticides and 
the full protection of the species has seen 
these animals return to every county in the 
UK. 

Like many species, if nature is given a 
chance, it will take it and the otter is willing 
to adapt its feeding and mating to survive. 

There is no recognised breeding season

for otters yet they tend to be most active 
in this department in spring, for obvious 
reasons. 

Their diet can also be very varied. 

On the coast they take many sea species 
and have a penchant for crabs. 

Inland they will take most fish species as 
well as birds and small mammals. 

Often thought of as a creature of riv¬ 
ers, they will actually inhabit any unpol¬ 
luted body of freshwater, including lakes, 
streams, rivers and ponds, as long as there 
is good supply of food. 

Otters that live on the coast can only do 
so with regular access to freshwater to clean 
their fur. 

They may be in the count in some num¬ 
bers but an otter’s home range can vary be¬ 
tween one and 40 kilometres, with about 18 
kilometres being usual. 

That again is dependant on the density of 
food available. 

This means that you may take a stroll 
along a river bank and be moving through 
the territory of several otters or just a frac¬ 
tion of one! 

So although now is a time of plenty across 
much of the Salopian natural world and ot¬ 
ters will be making the most of this bounty, 
you can’t blame this species for always 
being a little tricky to see. Yet with the re¬ 
turn of crisp, clear, beautiful mornings, a 
dawn stroll by the river is never a failure 
whether you see an otter or not.

Noddy and I have 
had a hell of a life 



Y bu’d expect him to be 
the showiest of all of the 
members of Slade. After 
all, Dave Hill made a career 
from modelling silver wigs 
and platform boots. He was 
the brightest star in Slade’s firmament, 
the one who’d dress most outrageously, 
who’d model a great scooping fringe for 
more years than was sensible. 

Yet Dave Hill is as far removed from the caricature as 
is possible. Our scheduled 15-minute chat turns into 45. 
And the subjects aren’t just Rolls Royces and drink, six 
number one singles and outrageous apparel - Dave talks 
about depression and importance of our shared history, 
about his deep, deep affection for the Black Country and 
a long-lasting marriage. 

The man nicknamed Superyob who rocked the world 
with Slade is more sensitive and thoughtful than anyone 
might imagine. Yes, there’s Merry Xmas Everybody and 
six smash LPs in his new book, So Here It Is, which is 
published this month by Unbound. But there’s also talk 
about post-War Britain and his office job at Tarmac, 
about sliding into depression during his later years and 
suffering a stroke, there’s an honest assessment of 
Slade’s split-to paraphrase, everyone started to hate 
Noddy, though Dave and Nod are the best of pals again 
now - and there’s the slow revealing of a gentle soul. 
Superyob? Dave Hill. You’re having a larf. 

“I was born in a castle and then grew up in a council 
house in Wolverhampton. I had a smashing mum and 
dad but things were tough growing up in post¬ 
war Britain. My life really changed 
when I heard rock’n’roll music. 

I said goodbye to an office job 
at Tarmac and never looked 
back. I played in various groups 
before fame came knocking at 
my door. 

“Slade’s success didn’t happen 
overnight but boy, were we big when 
we took off! We had 23 top twenty 
hits and six number one singles. Three 
of these went straight to the number one 
spot - a first, not even matched by The 
Beatles. Topping it all was Merry Xmas 
Everybody, which sold over one million 
copies. We also had six smash LPs, and 
one time had the number one and two 
spots on the LP chart. All this made Slade 
the biggest band in the UK in the 70s, and 
we were massive all over the world, too. 

“Slade had some great years but 
fashions change and the break-up of the 
original band was heartbreaking. I thought 
that would be it for me. 

“I battled through depression and got 
over a stroke, and decided to carry on 




dreamed of. Everything was good until the break-up of 
the band. 

“I didn’t know what I was going to do. But I’d got a 
good wife and three children. I had a lot to carry on for.” 

Dave is more candid in his book about the break-up 
than others have been. 

“I spoke to Nod about it, he keeps in touch. He said 
nobody’s really written how the split was. So I did my 
best to write about how it was. Nod and myself have one 
heck of a life. We have a love for each other. We didn’t 
agree with everything but we agreed with one thing, to 
be in a great band. We achieved that. Slade were a great 
rock’n’roll band. We had uniqueness and an honesty. 

“With Nod, there was the realisation that he was going 
to go. And back then, when I weighed it up, maybe there 
wasn’t any love for him in the band any more. He had to 
do what he had to do. In the early days it was like we were 
glued together. But we loved it and we’re mates now. We’ll 
always be known for it, especially Nod and myself.” 

Dave’s book is equally remarkable for his exploration of 
depression, which followed routine surgery. 

“I was in a dark place for a while. I had two years of 
really bad depression and was wondering whether I 
would ever feel good again. It was scary, it was hard 
on the family. I didn’t trust medication. I found the right 
person who helped me, a great psychiatrist, who knew 
about medication. She was a specialist in her area 
and great to talk to. She told me I was 100 per cent 
depressed.” 

The joy returned when he listed to some old 60s music 
in his car. “The music gave me that joy inside. I went on a 
shopping spree buying clothes, I was Dave Hill again, that 
bloke, going out and getting stuff. The dark areas faded 
away. But I’ve wrote about that in the book.”

doing the thing 
which I do best: I 
went back on the 
road with Slade.

Dave’s autobiography, inevitably, 
was created in his beloved Black 
Country. He met a writer, from 
Walsall, who was a big Slade fan 
and encouraged him to jot down his 
memories. Publishers were slow on 
the uptake so they took it to Unbound, 
the pledge-funded organisation. Dave 
smashed his target - achieving 116 per 
cent funding from 564 backers. 

“It was a nice process. If I’d been with 
a different publisher, they’d have been 
telling me what to write. With these 
guys, I was just allowed to get on with 
it. I worked with a ghostwriter, he was 
from Wednesbury. It was important 
to do it that way. I was working with 
somebody who understood the 
way I talk and who related to my 
upbringing.” 

Dave didn’t just want to write 
about the good times. He wanted 
to tell the truth, to write down 
his experience of mental health 
issues. 

“The Slade years were 
incredible. We had the most 
original Christmas song. We 
influenced a lot of people. 
Those years took me to 
destinations I wouldn’t have

Well-equipped, sophisticated and stylish 



Peugeot’s 3008 has one of the mosta dvanced technological packages available in the UK market

Launched early this year the Peugeot 
3008 is now firmly recognised as a leading 
player in the growing SUV C segment - 
and I recently discovered just why it has 
become so popular. 

Transport for a four-man golfing trip was 
about to become a big issue until the 3008 
arrived on the driveway and the reasons why a 
bulging collection of the industry’s top awards 
have landed in the company’s trophy cabinet 
were about to be revealed. 

First impressions didn’t suggest the Peugeot 
would be up to the job of coping with four sets 
of golf clubs, trollies, bags and suit hangers 
for the “dressed-up” dinner which followed the 
game. But the 3008 proved us all wrong. 

It soon became obvious why the 3008 
has won so many industry awards this year, 
including car of the year at the Geneva Motor 
Show - and it really doesn’t get much better 
than that. 

Not only did the model swallow up the 
huge load of golfing paraphernalia but it 
also revealed the latest in Peugeot’s unique 
“i-Cockit” interior design, one of the most 
advanced technological packages available in 
the UK market. 

The new “i-Cockpit” design places key 
instrumentation in the driver’s eyeline for a 
safer and more engaging driving experience, 
as well as adding to the overall ambience of 
an already premium interior. 

This Peugeot is a well-equipped, 
sophisticated and stylish vehicle that 
combines efficiency, high-specification, high- 
level of safety and technological equipment 
and unique features. All models include the 


“i-Cockpit, a compact steering wheel, the very 
latest heads-up digital instrument panel and 
8inch touchscreen control panel. 

The range starts from £21,795 with a 
well-specified Active’ model that has so 
many standard features, key among which 
is a host of safety equipment ordinarily only 
available on top-of-the-range models. These 
include; AEBS (Automatic Emergency Braking 
System), adaptive driver and front passenger 
airbags, driver and front passenger side, front 
and rear curtain airbags, Dynamic Stability 
Control and ASR - Electronic Anti-skid 
System and a driver attention alert system. 

Choice 

There’s a choice of four trim levels - Active’, 
Allure’,‘GT Line’ and the top-of-the-range ‘GT’ 
with a wide choice of engines available, and 
C02 emissions from just 103g/km. 

Petrol engine versions are 130hp and 165hp, 
with C02 emissions of 117 to 129g/km, with 
the 1.2-litre PureTech 3-cylinder turbo engine, 
voted Engine of the Year in its category for 
the second-year running and the 1.6LTHP. 
The PureTech 130 is available in 6-speed 
manual or EAT6 automatic transmission while 
the 165hp is mated to the 6-speed EAT6 
automatic. 

Four diesel engines are available, model 
dependent, with advanced BlueFIDi 
technology that makes it possible to keep the 
C02 emissions low, between 103 and 124g/ 
km, with power ranging between 100,120,150 
and 180hp. 

On test was the GT Line BlueFIDi 120 which 
had an on-the-road price of £29,425, though 
a motorised tailgate, keyless entry, metallic 
paint, cruise control, grip control, heated front 
seats and a very welcome driver massage 


function pushed the price up to £32,150. 
There was atop speed of 116mph, 0-62mph 
in 11.6seconds, C02 levels of 108g/km and 
a really impressive 67mpg on the combined 
cycle meaning this Peugeot is not just a good 
looking, spacious and well-equipped car but 
also economical to run. 

Outwardly the 3008 doesn’t look as big 
as the interior reveals with a body-coloured 
rear spoiler with stainless steel edging trim, 


body protectors, stainless steel roof arch trim, 
chrome front fog light trim and smart 17inch 
alloy wheels. 

Inside you get a central front armrest with 
butterfly-wing opening and illuminated chiller 
compartment, electric parking brake with hill 
assist, two illuminated cup-holders, one-touch 
electric front and rear windows, a rear armrest 
with ski flap and two cup-holders, a two- 
position boot floor and the ability to fold all 


rear seats completely flat. For those wanting 
in-car entertainment there’s a lot on offer 
including, DAB radio, Mirrorscreen: Mirrorlink 
/Apple CarPlay, Bluetooth, USB socket and 
three 12V sockets, a six-speaker radio and 
MP3 compatibility. 

It really is saying something when there’s so 
much competition out there but the Peugeot 
3008 is one of the best large crossovers I have 
ever driven.

Setting new standard for luxury SUYs

Those looking to purchase a Range Rover 
used to have three main options. The 
Evoque, representing the more affordable 
end of the spectrum, the Sport, which sat in 
the middle and the standard Range Rover 
at the very top. Now, there’s one more car 
in the family - the Velar. Designed to sit in 
between the Evoque and Sport, it’s a mid¬ 
sized SUV for those who want a little more 
space and a little more luxury. 

Featuring an all-new Touch Pro Duo 
infotainment system which comprises of two 
high-definition 10.2-inch touchscreens and 
fitted with Range Rover’s latest tech, it’s the 
most cutting-edge car that the brand has ever 
put to market. 

The front end of the Velar is unmistakable 
as that of a Range Rover, but with a twist. It 
features full Matrix LED headlights that are 
almost razor thin, sitting either side of a large, 
prominent grille. A side look at the profile of 
the Velar reveals it to be rather raked, though 
it still incorporates a ‘floating roof design as 
seen on other cars in the range. 

The extremely short overhang at the front 
is contrasted by quite a large one at the rear 
which, in our eyes, can make it appear a 
touch dumpy. That said, the door handles 
which electronically retract to become flush 
with the car’s bodywork are an extremely neat 
touch, and it all works together to create a car 
that looks more like a concept rather than a 
vehicle that you can actually go out and buy. 

Inside, the cabin is dominated by Range 
Rover’s new Touch Pro Duo infotainment 
system. The dual 10.2-inch touchscreens 
give easy access to navigation, media and 
phone functions via the top monitor, or climate 


control settings and driving mode selections 
through the lower one. It’s a system which 
is just as good to use as to look at, and 
represents a huge step forward for the brand 
over its existing offerings. 

To achieve in the SUV segment, any car 
needs to be practical. The boot space, for 
example, is impressive. There’s 632 litres of 
boot space to be found with the rear seats 
raised, rising to 1,731 litres with them folded 
flat. It’s a huge load area, and because it’s 
square in size it is very useable. The Velar 
is quite a high car, which does mean that 
lugging heavier items into the boot could be 
more of a challenge, but there’s not much of 
load lip which makes things a little easier. 

The cabin’s airy nature means that it 
does feel spacious overall, while soft-touch 
materials and well-padded seats make it a 
comfortable place to be. 

The Velar, as mentioned earlier, is designed 
to sit in between the Evoque and Sport in the 
product line-up, and as such you’d expect it 
to drive perhaps not quite as keenly as the 
car above it, but offer more involvement than 
the one below it. However, the first thing that 
strikes you when you get behind the wheel 

- and before you’ve even started the engine 

- is just how vast the Velar feels. It’s near 
impossible to see the very front of the car, and 
this can be a little disconcerting to begin with. 

After selecting ‘D’ on the car’s rotary 
gear controller, the Velar - fitted with the 
turbocharged V6 diesel in our test car - pulls 
away cleanly and responds with more than 
enough urgency for a car of this size. The 
eight-speed dual-clutch gearbox shifts 
without any fuss, and you can take manual 
control of switching cogs via the steering 
wheel-mounted paddles should you want to - 


though most drivers are likely to forget these 
in daily driving and leave the gearbox in all¬ 
auto mode. The impressive 700Nm of torque 
on tap makes for swift and easy overtaking, 
and means that the Velar never feels out of 
puff, even on extremely steep gradients. 

The steering feels somewhat distant to begin 
with due to its relative lightness, but you soon 
become used to it. There’s not a huge amount 
of feel, but it’s not a hard car to place to on 
the road. Our car was a HSE model and came 
fitted with the turbocharged V6 diesel, air 


suspension, and rode on 21-inch alloy wheels. 
We also tested a First Edition-specification car 
- limited to the first year of production - and 
the ride was noticeably firmer on this model’s 
larger 22-inch alloys - we’d recommend 
choosing the smaller wheel as it does wonders 
for the overall ride quality. 

The Velar is also nothing short of exceptional 
when it comes to tackling tricky conditions. It’s 
fitted with the latest Terrain Response system, 
and it allowed the car to scrabble up incredibly 
steep gradients, as well as handle all manner 


of slippery surfaces. If left in full Auto terrain 
mode, it’ll happily tackle almost anything - 
even when on standard road tyres. If you’re 
looking for a car for all conditions, then the 
Velar is the car to go for. 

Prices for the Velar start at £44,830 and 
can go as high as £85,450 for top-spec First 
Edition cars. The middle range cars offer 
excellent value for money as they come fitted 
with a good amount of standard equipment, 
and enough luxuries to keep even the most 
avid button-pusher happy.

Driving performance has been 
improved by changing from 
mechanical and electronic to 
electronic control of the Multi-Mode 
Driver’s Control Centre Differential 
(DCCD) which provides optimum 
cornering ability. 

The wheel size has been increased 
to 19 inches to house new larger 
Brembo® brakes with yellow painted 
calipers, which improve fade- 
resistance and brake performance 
and a consistent pedal feel when 
driving on the limit. 

The front bumper has been 
redesigned to look more purposeful 
with the lower grille blacked out with 
a geometric textured panel, and has 
a larger opening to enhance cooling 
performance. 

The hexagonal grille has been 
sharpened and defined and a black 
surround has been added. The 
Subaru wing design which flows 


through to the C-shaped headlights 
has been incorporated, hinting at the 
Boxer engine under the bonnet. A 
Final Edition badge is positioned on 
the door. 

Inside, high gloss black inserts 
are added to the instrument panel, 
gear stick surround, door panels and 
steering wheel with red stitching and 
red seatbelts fitted to tie the scheme 
together. 

The front seats are now heated, 
and a larger 5.9” multi-function 
display has been added to the top of 
the dash. 

The instrument panel design has 
also been updated. The infotainment 
system now includes DAB radio and 
a reversing camera is included to 
make parking easier. 


WRX STI is also fitted with bi¬ 
functional projector LED lights, with 
a single bulb enabling High Beam 
Assist to switch between high and 
low beam automatically. 

High Beam Assist operates via 
a single-lens camera, which is 
installed in the front windscreen 
and detects when an onward car 
is approaching. The lights are also 
steering responsive, turning to the 
left or right depending on the driver’s 
steering input and illuminates more 
of the corner. 

Both technologies enhance 
visibility at night, allowing a clear 
view of the corners ahead.

McKenna on 
top in battle 
of ex-bosses

KEN McKenna got the better of Craig 
Harrison as the two most successful 
managers in the history of the Welsh 
Premier came face to face in the first 
round of the FA Cup. 

Between them, the former TNS chiefs 
won a total of nine Welsh Premier ti¬ 
tles as well as five Welsh Cups and four 
League Cups. 

Both are now in the English system, 
with McKenna assistant at League Two 
club Morecambe while Harrison left the 
Saints in May to take over at National 
League side Hartlepool United. 

And their paths crossed in the FA Cup 
last Saturday, as McKenna’s Morecambe 
side ran out convincing 3-0 victors over 
Pools to progress to the second round. 

Harrison’s men were soon up against 
it after Shrimps leading scorer Kevin El¬ 
lison gave the hosts a fifth minute lead. 

After being on the back foot for most 
of the first half, Pools improved after the 
break, but an Andrew Fleming goal in 
the 67th minute and a late Scott Loach 
own goal sealed their fate. 

Harrison was named Vanarama Na¬ 
tional League manager of the month for 
October. 

McKenna led TNS to three runners-up 
spots in the Welsh Premier before win¬ 
ning three successive titles in 2004/5, 
2005/6 and 2006/7 as well as Welsh Cup 
success against Carmarthen in 2005 and 
the League Cup in 2005/6. 

Harrison became director of football at 
TNS in December 2011 and went on to 
steer the club to a host of honours, in¬ 
cluding six consecutive league titles, four 
Welsh Cups and three League Cups.
